Stewart, in his usual canting, roaring 
style, defended the settlers and abused the 
Indians. Here the discussion ended. 

The House on Thursday discussed, but 
did not pass, a bill providing that hereafter 
no money shall be paid to any one who 
shall contest aseat in Congress on unrea- 
sonable grounds. Mr. Dawes stated that 
in the last twelve years the sum of $20,000 
has been paid out by the Contingent 
Fund to contestants, who were declared to 
be not entitled to seats in the House. 

Yesterday the Senate proceedings were 
devoid of special interest. 

The House refused to tax United States 
bonds, or the intereat on the same; and 
decided that the income tax should be con- 
tinued, but the exemption increased to 
$2,000, and the tax reduced to three per 
cent. It is eatimated that this will relieve 
fifty thousand persons from the payment 
of any income tax. The country general- 
ly demands an entire abolition of this tax, 
and it is not improbable the Senate may re- 
fuse toconcur in the action of the House. 

Butler tried to get. up the Georgia bill 
hut failed. 

Both Houses have been in session to-day. 
The Senate did exactly nothing during the 
morning hour. The Indian Appropriation 
bill was afterward taken up, and caused 
some desultory debate. Stewart and oth- 
ers didn’t want to treat with the Indians 
as, independent nations. Thayer pitched 
into the present Indian Commission. Pome- 
roy thought the Government ought to car- 
ry out to the letter its treaty obligations, 
and every right-thinking man is of his 
opinion.

The House passed the bill to reduce in- 
ternal taxation, and afterwards passed, as 
an additional section of the bill, a modifi- 
cation of the tariff bili, previously under 
consideration in Committee of the Whole.
